 ROOSEVELT’S SALUTARY ORDER. 

‘President Roosevelt has issied an order 
forbidding all officere and employés of*the 
United States, “ directly or indirectly, ‘in- 
dividually or through’ associations, to solicit’ 
an increase of pay or to influence er at-: 
tempt to influence in their own iuterests 
any legislation whatever, either before Con- 
gress or ite committees or in any ‘way save 
through the the departments im or 
under which’ they serve.” Disobedience of 
this order will be punished by dismissal 
from the government service. 

The abuse which this order is designed 
to put an end to ie of long standing, but 
up to this time no President has had the 
courage to attack it and endeavor to protect 
the Jegislative branch of the government

They may say thatievery citizen whether 
in or out of the government service has a 
right to ask for higher pay or to petition 
Gongressmen or Congress. A man in the 
government service certainly bas a right

THE “EXCESS FARE” CHARGE, 

“the public has been hearing much of late | 
about railway discrimination, actual or 
threatened, in the matter of freight charges. 
Little, however, is said of the inequalities 
in ‘passenger rates, although citizens of 
Chicago who have occasion to go Hast have 
abundettt cause for comptaint. 

The excess fare charges on the “ fast 
trains” to New York are a real and sub- 
stantial grievance. When a Chicagoan is 
‘traveling to’ the west or borth he finds 
through trains at his service that make good 
Hime without éxtra fare. ‘There is, for in- 
atance, a Burlington train to Lincoln, Neb., 
that makes the 538 miles in thirteen hours 
and forty-five minutes, or 39.1 milea per | 
hour: : The “ Overland Limited to Council 
Bloffs averages 87.8, and another train to 
Duluth 37.1 miles per hour: Higher speeds 
are reached of several shorter runs. For 
example, one can go the eighty-five miles to 
Milwaukedé in five minutes less than 
hours—a ‘rate of 44.3 miles per hour, and 
the 168 miles to Galesburg in three hours 
and twenty-eight minutes—a forty-seven- 
inile gait. On tone of these fast trains is 
an extra charge made, _ 

But when a Chicage map is unlucky 
enough to be called Bast he fitids that to 
get equally good service he must pay ex- 
cess fare. For instance, to ridein the Penn- 
sylvania “ Limited ” to New York he must 
surretider $4 extra for his ticket. Yet the 
thirty-eight miles per houf ‘made by this 


‘train is 1.1 miles less than the Burlington - 


train te Lincoln makes—and much less than 
the above-mentioned Milwaukee and Geles- 
burg trains make. There is a second Penn- | 
sylvania train to New York for which $2 
extra is charged, and fits schedule calls for 
but 35.1 miles per hour, ‘The same excess 
fare is dematided for three Michigan Cen- 
tral ‘trains that ruin 87.5 miles an hour.

ably faster than this. If a man wishes to 
reach New York without submitting to this 
ove tariff he must content himeelf with | 

the leisurely.pace of from thirty to thirty- 
two miles per hour and spend nearly thirty. 
hours on the way. — 

This comparison of Bastern and Western 
trains alone would show the existence of 
stratige inequalities in passenger rates, but 
the unfairness of the tariff is made even 
clearer by observing that St, Louis people 
are not subjected to such exactions. It is 
dificult for one less skilled than a General 
Passenger and Ticket Agent in the practice 
of discrimination to sé¢e why a citizen of 
Chicago should and a citizen of St. Louis 
should not pay $4 extra for a quick train te: 
Fact. 

Ohicago people are not accustomed to sub- 
mit tamely to unfair discrimination when 
practiced against them, and it is rather 
strange that they have endured the present 
excess fare system so quietly. It is, iow- 
ever, plainly illogical and inequitable. Sooh- 
er or later public opinion will force this con- 
clusion home upon the passenger agents 
and make them see that they must either 
give exceptional service for éxceptional 
charges or reduce the rates on their present

He thinks, however, that there are certain 
‘meral and economic aspects of the case 
that should be considered before passing | 
final judgment. 
The effect on wages, for instance, is not 
to be neglected. The workingmen’s hoteis 
have lowered the cost of living for the men 


| who patronize them. They provide un- 


married men with board and lodging of a 
kind that could not be got élsewhere at 
similar prices. When these men tome to 
compete with other men who prefer to live 


in their own homes rather than in hotels | 


and whosp-expenses are higher they have a 
great advantége.. They can accept lower 
wages and still live comfortably, and this 
is exactly what‘they have done in many 
cases that have come under Mr, Leigh's ob- | 
vel. The hotels have cheapened lite 
and in se doing have cheapened labor. 
In the second place, the somewhat arti- 
ficial and unnatural degree of comfort found 
in the workingmen’s hotels—it never would 
have got there except by a philanthropic in- 
terposition—has made single life so attrac- 
tive, with its common meals, its library, its 
smoking-toom, asd its freedom, that large 
numbers of men have shown an fiiclination 
to regard their bachelor quarters as their, 
permatient home. The neturai tendency. 
toward marriage has been checked. Since 
for every unmarried man there is in general 
an unmarried woman, any tendency among 
men away from marriage means an increase

Where They Get Corpses. 

A representative of the Demonstrators’ 
gssotiation, which includes every demon- 
girator of evdry medical college in Chicago, 
makes periodic visits to the various State 
gnd county institutions to receive their dead. 
His main sources of supply are the Cook 
County Hospital, the County Coroner, the 
State insane asylums at Kankakee and El- 
gin, and the Joliet penitentiary. ~ 

The anatomy law of Illinois, which was 
the pioneer of its kind, passed late in the ’70s, 
has since been imitated in most of ‘the 
ther States. On this account there is little 
omer, in any part of the union, of money for 
the human dead. 

Before the general enactment of the anat- 
omy laws bodies brought from $50 to’ $75 
from medical colleges. In many of the col- 


> eges were gangs of young men who made it 


their practice to rob graves, and to distrib- 
ute the corpses or skeletons so obtained 
among the other students. 

Grave-robbing students were known 
among ‘their fellow-student’ as ‘‘ burkers.”’ 
They were the daring and reckless young 
then of the class, and were heartily looked 
up to and admired by the other students. 
The professors winked at “ burking,”’ 
though it was a penitentiary offense, be- 
cause it made the study of medicine a far 
less expensive affair for those who were not 
well off. The practice originated in the 
medical colleges of Baltimore and Washing- 
ton, and found its greatest scope among the 
graves of negroes across the Potomac River 
in Virginia. | 

Take Bodies in Turn. 

The various colleges receive corpses from 
the association’s agent proportionately to 
the numbers of their students. But the bodies 
are taken strictly in turn, So that the dis- 
posal of the particularly interesting bodies 


among the colleges is purely ‘a matter of 


chance. 
There is never a shortage of the supply of 


 @Gead bodies, which might create a financial 


demand for them. This is because the supply 
from public institutions is, under normal 
conditions, more than ample for the demand. 


But if under extraordinary circumstances . 


the demand should exceed the supply the 
eurplus would be drdwWn upon and would 
easily tide over the deficiency. For the 
reservative facilities of today enable the 
eeping of bodies for two years practically 
without change in the tissue. 

Preservation is accomplished by embalm- 
ing and freezing. The embalming is by 
means of the injection into the veins of 


formaldehyde, a composition of formalin, 


The body is then refrigerated, and except 
for a scarcely perceptible drying up, may 
be. kept in the same condition for two or 
three years. 

No Demand at Private Sale. 

Men and women who are afflicted with 
poverty and mortal disease occasionally offer 
their bodies to doctors for future dissec- 
tion in return for immediate cash. Such 
offers are almost never accepted. In cases 
where the man with his body for sale has a 
rare or unusual disease his family are gen- 
erally willing that a post-mortem examina- 
tion should be made in order that they may 
know ‘the cause of death. Doctors who de- 
sire to make the post-mortem for profes- 
gional reasons usually gain permission from 
a difficult fanfilly by suggesting that the 
disease, in its insidious course, may pos- 
gibly have been making a secret and sneak- 
ing attack upon other members of the fam- 
ily of the deceased. The other members are 
wont to succumb upon this suggestion. 

In the old days the practice of body sale 
bef death was not unéommon. The first 
case of. which there remains a record was 
that of O’Brien, the Irish giant, who in the 
early part of the century promised his dead 
body to Robert Hunter, lecturer on anatomy 
at the Royal Museum of Physicians and 
Surgeons in London. When O’Brien died 
Hunter took the body, and when he died he 
left it to the college, where it still hangs. 
The skeleton is eight feet tall. ‘\ 

Couldn’t Get the Goods. 

One of the things which stopped the buying 
of a man’s body when he should be dead from 
tim when he was alive, was the caseof Mar- 
tin. in Albany, half a dozen years ago. Mar- 
tin was suffering from the rare and interest- 
ing maiady known as Addison's disease. The 
SUfferer made a barter with a prominent Al- 
bany physician, offering his body to the doc- 
tor, when it became cold, in return for an im- 
Mediate sum of money. 

_ The doctor gave Martin the money he asked 
@0d treated him as long as he lived. When 
thé man died his relatives refused to give up 
bis body. The doctor had no resource in the 
or elsewhere.

served several cases of sociability among 
spiders in Venezuela. Those instances were 
not confined to one particular family of 
spiders. The sociable instincts of those ani- 
mais manifested themselves differently 
among different kinds of spiders. In some 
cases the sociability did not extend beyond 
the pairing time, while in others it was of a 
permanent nature. While among one kind 
of spiders all labor is done by all animals | 
of the community in common, in other spider 
colonies each individual, in addition to the 
common work, performs some work alone 
for its individual benefit and advantage. 

Mr. Siman discovered a spider which he 
named Epeira bandelieri. Under ordinary 
circumstances these spiders do not material- 
ly differ from other animals of the same 
species. They bufld their webs individually, 
and ordinarily live a solitary life. About 
the time when the females get ready to lay 
their eggs several of the mother spiders go 
into partnership and jointly build a large 
cocoon of yellowish color. They completely 
shut themselyes into that substantia! struc- 
ture and thére lay their eggs, which they en- 
close {n smalheoccons, connected with the in- 
side lining Of the large common cocoon by a 
short stalkj<dn every one of these large 
cocoons Mri’-Siman found five or six females 
cuarding the eggs.

They do not know what progress 
means, and their hatred for outsiders is the 
result of an exclusive sayagery. 

In the latter part of 1802 and the early 
part of 1808, covering a period of seven 
months, Miss Annie R. Taylor, an English 
missionary, whose diary in full is printed !n 
William Carey's ‘Adventures in Tibet,” 
traveled about 1,800 miles in the forbidden 
land, two of her servants being killed and 
one surviving. She started from Tau-Chau, 
on the northwestern Chinese border, her 
plan ‘being to strike through Lhasa and de- 


scend to Darjiling. When only within a few. 


days of the holy city she was taken prisoner 
and forced to return, finaily emerging at 
Ta-Chien-lu, about 800 miles south of Tau- 
chau, having chosen a different route than 
that by which she had come. Much of this 
territory was never trodden by white feet 
before. 

Brigands and bandits are the curse of 
Tibet. Only rifles. and machine guns can 
intimidate them, but ever the British, 
backed by the Viceroy of Indie, have not. 
penetrated as far into Tibet as Miss Taylor. 
Bapeditions can carry the supplies they 
need, or force them from the inhabitants, 
but in Miss Taylor's case everything she 
had was stolen from her by brigands (chuk- 
pa they are called), and she was forced to 
wet along as best she could. Of the three 
Chinemen who accompanied her one turned 
baek, another died on the road, and the 
third tried to take her life.

The main chief then interyiewed Miss 


Taylor, but she was firm and told the chief — 


she wanted to go to Darijiling by way of 
Lhasa, and proposed to de so. He said the 
Tibetans were at strife with the English, 
and the question of war not being settied 
yet, but jhe didn’t quite know what to do. 
She successfully held her own, saying that if 
anything happened te her the Bnagtish goy- 
ernment would meke trouble, and after this 
he was much more civil than ever. : 
- After much dehate with himself the chief 
at laet decided to turn Migs Taylor hack, she 
being then within a few miles of Nag-Chu- 
Ka, which is not far Trom Lhasa, and she 
was compelled to submit.

The first is scarcely larger than the head of 
a giass pin, and thence they increase by 
small gradations.

others are set with mock jewels of various 
colors, tiny sparks of ruby, emerald, sap- 
phire, turquoise, and amethyst.
